The new Pebble Pavement, neceffaiy to complete the City, is efiimated according to the 
Expence of the belt Work lately executed, to amount to the Sum of 41,075 ; of this Sum 
it is prefumed at leaft one Half will be expended in the courl'e of the next Year, fay 1807.

Streets as the public Convenience 
requires, 

A general fpirit to refift Regulations to enforce the Cleanfmg of the Streets by Con- 
traflors has induced fuch Demands for Cleanfing, that it is deemed neceflary, under many 
Dilliculties, to effect the Scavenging by the Power of the Corporation Carts in all thole 
Diftrifis, for which -reafooable Terms of Agreement cannot be entered into. 

This Eftimate is taken into Confideration as one made upon the extraordinary Charges 
of renewing, coinpktelv/the worn-oirt Works, and nob as the ordinary Expences of keeping 
in Repair, Lighting, and Scavenging. In this Statement there has been no Provifion made 
for Salaries to the .Commiffioners, nor any Charge included in the Account of Incidents for 
tlieir ufual Allowance of Stationary. 

When the new Works ftated fhall be executed, tlie Annual Expenie* will confiderabTy 
decreafe.
